discovered th a t federal investigators 
scores of them , had been prying in­ 
to his most secret affairs and that 
he owed the governm ent back taxes 
of $215,000. He is also liable to an 
$80.000 fine and if found guilty on 
all 22 counts contained in the indict­ 
m ents returned against him by the 
federal grand jury he may have to 
serve 50 years in Leavenworth pen­ 
itentiary. 
Capone is now under $5.000 bail 
to the federal court on a charge of 
contem pt of court which may bring 
him a six-m onth’s sentence before 
the present case comes to trial.

Total number of bills sent to the 
governor by the recently-adjourned 
general assembly set a new’ low’ rec­ 
ord for the years since 1905. when 
616 measures were passed finally. 
The 129th session sent 684 bills to 
the governor and of that number 
150 were signed and 30 w’ere vetoed 
before he left Harrisburg to attend 
the annual conference of governors 
at French Lick, Ind., last Friday. 
Of the bills still aw'aiting execu­ 
tive action. 187 originated in the 
senate and 317 in the house. 
Thousands Introduced 
Although 
the 
number 
of 
bills 
passed finally at this session was 
a new low, the total number intro­ 
duced set a mark for future legis­ 
latures. In the both 
houses, 
2.603 
bills were introduced. 764 of them 
coming into the

and 1839 in the 
house.

If succulent terminal shoots or 
leaves are eaten into or cut off close 
to the tip, snails probably are guilty. 
Seedings just appearing through 
the ground, or small tender plants, 
are 
som etim es 
entirely 
devoured 
Stalks of celery or root crops stored 
in damp places are likely to be eat­ 
en into, and disease organisms may 
enter the plants at these points. Ail 
parts of plants*are devoured, espe­ 
cially if they are tender. 
There are four common garden 
snails, each diflering in size and 
coloration. 
These anim als are soft 
bodied, and their bodies are coated 
with slime which serves as an in ­ 
dication 
of 
their 
presence, since 
wherever the slugs travel they leave 
a 
trail 
of 
this 
glistening 
slime. 
Snails are tremendously prolific, a 
single fem ale depositing as many as 
776 eggs. 
An individual may live 
over a period of 18 to 24 months. 
The snails are active only at night 
or on dull, cloudy days, hiding at 
other tim es under boards, stones or 
trash.

WASHINGTON, June 6,—Aroused 
by leaks in the government's tax 
collecting machinery, the Insurgent 
bloc today served notice it would 
seek enactment of legislation next 
fall to drastically enforce the inher­ 
itance tax against rich estates.
